In some districts of Lower Austria and in 
Styria, especially in those monntainoas parts 
bordering on Hungary, there prevails the strange 
habit of eating arsenic.

THE CENSUS ON AGRICULTURE. 


The « North American” collates the follow- 
ing ing from the ag 1 
returns in the Consus of 1850: 

In the extent of improved land within her 
borders, Pennsylvania ranks fourth in the list 
of States, New York having 12,285,077 acres, 
Virginia 10,150,106 seres, Ohio 9,730,650, and 
Pennsylvania 8,619,631. Georgia follows next 
in order, with 6,223,426 scres. The large ex- 
tent of mountain land in Pennsylvania, restricts 
ber area of cultivation, and it is not, therefore, 
strange that Ohio, which has no mountains, 
should exceed us in the list. And although 
Virginia has, like us, extensive mountain ranges, 
occupying « large portion of ber soil, yet it 
should be remembered that the State is much 
larger than ours, and longer settled. Still, this 
matter is worthy of serious attention, and may 
be dwelt upon with profit, as showing the vast 
field for improvement which the interior of our 
State presents, not merely in the extension of 
roads and avenues, bet in the settlement of 
wildernesses, the clearing away of forests, and 
the extension of enltivation. The Northern and 
Western portion of Pennsylvania presents, in 
not a few counties, the appearance of a trackless 
wilderness. Some townships, where the land 
is good, have scarcely any inhabitants. The 
proposed road to Erie from Sanbury would open 
away throagh some of these parte, and, no 
doubt, soon attract thither a stream of popula 
tion and trade. 

Bat while the area of cultivation is thus com 
paratively limited, it is worthy of note that 
Pennsylvania cecupies no mean position in an 
agriculteral point of view, and, in fact, that our 
State ranks higher in this respect than has been 
generally supposed. While we rank fourth ia 
the list with regard to the area of improved 
lands, we rank second as regards the value of

* Ie the natural productions of the earth, con- 
ducive to the sustenance of man, is our State 
abundantly prolific. As we approach the centre 
of the State, the banana, the orange, the lemon, 
the olive, the fig, the plantain, the nectarine, the 
almond, the apricot and the pomegranate of the 
South, mingle in the same luxuriant gardens of 
Los Angeles, with the peach, the pear, the 
cherry, the plum, the quince and the apple of 
the North— the fruits of the oak and the piue, of 
gigantic size and delicious taste, furnishing to 
man aed beast the richest and most nutricions 
food -the beantiful salmon of the nuble Sacra 
mento, often weighing thirty, forty, and, in some 
instances, sixty pounds, vieing with any other 
im fineness of texture and richness of favor, as 
well as in size—and ome uncommon article of
